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N.A.A.C.P. $ Seeks 


To Fight Race Discrimination ¥ 


NEW YORK — Jack Green- 
berg, director-counsel of the N. 
A. A. C. P. announced last week 
in a report that would seek the 


amount of $2,000,000 this year to 


fight racial discrimination. .This 
is a rise of $300,000 over the 
' 1965. budget figure. 

Greenberg whose office cov- 
ers the Legal Defense and Edu- 
cational Fund, Inc., said last 
week that the task of civil rights 
lawyers in the South would be- 
come “increasingly difficult in 
1966.” : 

It was pointed out that the 
South was becoming more like 
the North in that it was now de- 
nying racial discrimination when 
. it existed. 

In the face of a denial in the 
- far Mr. Greenberg said, “the 

ct-finding job and task of 
proof are enormous.” He ex- 
plained that “in the North, state 
commissions against discrimina- 
tion are on our side, lessening 
the burden. But in the South the 
state is against us.” 

The fund, according to Mr. 
Greenberg, is responsible for 
more than 95 per cent of the 
civil rights litigation in the 
South, apart from voting cases 
handling by the Department of 
Justice. 

Mr. Greenberg said most of 
the 1966 money would be ex- 
pended in the areas of employ- 
ment, education, housing and 
health. 

The report said the employ- 
ment program would concen- 
trate specifically on the South- 
ern textile industry, the con- 
struction trades and banking and 
finance. It will play “special at- 
tention” to apprenticeship p 
grams and segregated lines 
seniority, the report said. 

According to Mr. Greenberg, 
the fund has 175 school cases 
on its docket and will file new 
ones only if they “promise to 
make precedents.” 

In housing, the report noted 
that one of the fund’s first anti- 
trust cases had resulted in the 
Trenton, N. J., real estate board 
admitting a Negro plaintiff. 

Mr. Greenberg said the fund 
would also institute “wide scale” 
litigation to require commission- 
ers to integrate their juries.

PHILADELPHIA w Wilt 
Chamberlain became the second 
player in the National Basket- 
ball Association to reach 20,000 
points in his career as he scored 
50 last Sunday in leading the 
76ers to a 133-122 victory over 
New York. 

Picking a day. when he was 
on national television, Cham- 
berlain. boosted his total to 
20,019 in 499 games over a 
seven-year period. The only 
other player to reach the 20,- 
000 level was Bob Pettit, the 
forraer St. Louis star who re- 
tired last spring after collecing 
20,880 points in 792 games over 
an 11-year. span. 

Chamberlain scored his 29,- 
00th point after being fouled by 
New York’s Willis Reed with 
-| 2:11 to play in the third quarter. 
He missed the first but made the 
second of two free throws. The 
game was stopped; and referee 
Willie Smith. presented the ball 
to Chamblerlain. 

Two of the other top four 
NBA lifetime scorers watched 
Chamberlain perform. They 
were Philadelphia Coach Dolph 
Schayes, the third ranking scorer 
in history, with 19,249 points, 
and ex-Boston Celtic great Bob 
Cousy, fourth with 16,955. He 
was telecasting the game. 

Philadelphia twice built 18- 
point leads in the first half 
only to have New: York come 
back and finally deadlock ‘the - 
score. at 105 with seven. min- 
utes left in the fourth period. 

Chamberlain, however, hit 
with a fadeaway shot and al-

- The political power of Ne- 
gro Americans is one of our ma- 
jor and long-term goals; CORE 
will use the methods of its 
choosing -to realize that ob- 
jective. The brach ghetto ‘is 
awakening, and CORE, in city 
after city, is organizing for ac- 
tion in that community.. Econ- 
omic power, gained through 
full-participation in a skill-or- 
iented job marret is equally 
important goal; CORE will ad- 
dress itself to that question, 
again using the weapons it 
deems practical.
